China, the U.S. Government has drawn 
up a lengthy: catalogue of merchandise 
that Americans may not purchase in the 
colony, Forbidden products include dried 
egg yolks, gall nuts, Chinese herbs and 
yak bir. Americans are also forbidden 
to buy laces, silks, jade. and ivory carve 
ings. . 
__In order to distinguish Chinese mer- 
chandise from similar products made in 
the British colony, certificates of origin 
are issued with Hornig Kong-made items, 
The British colonial administration issues 
these certificatés, which actually” benefit 
Hong Kong by helping to keep, cheaper 
Chinese goods off the U.S. market, 

U.S. officials admit hat it is impos 
sible to enforce the U.S, embargo com- 
pletely. This would require that Amert- 
cans be prevented from eating in Hong 
Kong's Chinese restaurants, which import 
most of their delicacies from across the 
border. Fresh water is also imported 
from China; and, for all anyone knows,

It is not advisable to operate 
on small children, because their tissues are 
too thin. Sometimes the ptosed (dropped) 
lids is only on one side, and then the surgeon 
needs skill and experience if he is to’ get 
the two eye-slits equal in size.
